Facts Anc! Superstitions About Comm on Cold

W E are running into the period 
of expected frequency of the com ­ 
mon cold.

What about tb s 
vaccines? Well, I pointed out in 
this column a year or two ago that 
Dr. Dielil of the University of 
Minnesota gave a number of stu­ 
dents cold vaccines and another 
group sterile water hypodermi­ 
cally, and in the two groups he 
found the incidence of colds was 
no higher among those who had 
received sterile water than among 
those who had received the vac­ 
cine. 
Hut a doctor friend of mine 
who gives cold vaccines says that 
while he feels like a quack wh^n 
he gives them, his wife insists on 
taking them and she has even 
talked him into taking a round 
every year for the past few years 
himself. So hum an n ature being 
w hat it is, it may help psychologi­ 
cally at least to take cold vaccine*

Since colds are definitely co- 
seasonal w ith cold w eather, espe­ 
cially sloppy weather, perhaps the 
ortiy adm onitions th a t really mime 
any sense are the old wives’ warn­ 
ings: “ Keep your feet dry and 
your body warm and change every­ 
th in g from the skin out when you 
come in from cold, w et w eather."

Ribbentrop returned to his of­ 
fice and lit a cigar, coldly assured 
within himself th a t the F uehrer 
thought highly of him. 
The mill- j 
ta ry w ent over to B endlerstrasse | 
for a consultation with key men of 
the general sta ff but the m om ent 
had not yet come to tell them the 
things in mind. 
S trategic plans in any case w’ere 
filed aw ay against Russia in the 
proper pigeon holes; for the mili­ 
ta ry it w as merely a m a tte r of 
sw itching 
and 
realigning 
the 
forces a t their disposal and g e t­ 
ting them into proper place for 
the 
m om ent 
designated 
by 
the 
Fuehrer. 
B ut across the way from the 
chancellory and the foreign o ffic e,! 
a silent man sat at his deRk star- i 
ing straig h t before him. 
Hess, 
brooding by nature and fanatical 
follower of H itler in his quiet way, 
was celebrating an emotional tr i­ 
umph himself. 
In A ugust of 1939 
he had broken down and cried and 
sobbed like a baby with shock arn* 
m ortification 
when 
Hitler 
and 
Stalin signed the deal; he retired to 
a sanitarium like a spurned lover 
to recuperate in mind and spirit j 
when E ngland seriously declared 
w ar on G erm any. 
All had come at 
once, sinking him into the blackest 
depths of despair since the days j 
when 
a 
gassed 
lung 
from 
the . 
trenches made his life hang on a 
tim a I. 
Ho sat at his desk now. trying 
to grasp w’h at had happened. 
The 
Fuehrer 
had 
indicated th a t the 
w ar with E ngland m ight soon be 
over. 
To Hess it was like the return 
of an undying love to his home 
and hearth. 
He was a friend of 
England; he was of th a t peculiar 
Nazi circle—favored and encour­ 
ager! for a long tim e by Hitler 
him self—which felt th at G erm any 
and 
E ngland 
were 
the 
chosen 
people of this earth, fated to rule 
and fit for a n atural friendship. 
Just Doing Right Thing 
He was also a fanatical Nazi, 
bitter against all things Com m un­ 
ist and sworn h ater of the gospels 
preached by Moscow. 
The F ueh­ 
rer had said th a t the tim e was 
here to sm ash Russia, and to H eat 
th a t m eant th a t a new life was 
about to start. 
It was just a m a t­ 
ter of going about and doing it the 
right way. 
He sat there and dream ed of the 
great m om ent when England and 
G erm any would be a t peace. 
Hess had a favorite theory th a t 
once you told England in direct 
m anner th a t peace was available 
a t an honorable price and fu rth e r­ 
more that into the bargain would 
Jcome the sm ashing of Bolshevist 
Russia, the trouble in the west 
w’ould be over. 
He harped 
on 
the 
num erous 
j friends of H itler and himself and 
I Gel m any over in England; he re­ 
called to the minds of all th a t in 
G erm any itself a handshake with 
England could 
be 
made popular 
overnight. 
He took Hitler at his 
w'ord th a t E ngland was near the 
i breaking point and pleaded th a t 


1 the time had come for a negotiat- 
I cd peace in the west. 
Opportunity At Hand 
Al! the fervor and passion of his 
Nazi heart cam e flooding to the 
surface and nothing on earth could 
shake his conviction th at a golden 
opportunity lay within grasp. 
It 
I m ust not be mishandled; it m ust 
not be overlooked. 
He paced the 
floor of his home and his office, 
thui king 
and 
planning 
desper­ 
ately seeking for a way to con­ 
vince the Fuehrer of his viewpoint. 
In all those weeks at the begin-

ears repeatedly rum ors from o u t­ 
side of G erm any th a t H itler w’as 
seeking a new’ peace. At one tim e 
it would be the king of Sweden 
who had been asked to intervene 
in London, 
at 
another ‘ tim e 
it 
would be the Pope or Sven Hedin 
or even P resident Roosevelt. Ever 
and again the ponderous voice and 
spokesman of VVilhelmstrasse den­ 
ied any and all intentions of seek­ 
ing peace. 
“Victory m u st precede all talk 
of peace from our side,” Ribben- 
tro p ’s mouthpiece anil spokesm an 
of the foreign office, Minister Paul 
Schmidt, pontifically told the for­ 
eign press corp** in his daily con­ 
ferences tim e and again. 
“Only the sword can decide now’. 
We offered our enemies peace a^ul 
compromise tim e and again and 
they slapped down our offers Now’ 
w*e shall fight through to the end, 
and all talk of p c'c e and peace 
offensive is enem y propaganda of 
which w'e w ash our hands. 
We 
must ask you not to commit the 
blunder of sending such harm ful 
stories from here, lest we be com ­ 
pelled to impose on you the h ard ­ 
ships of censorship ” 
Devious Means Used 


Therein lay the strength and ef­ 
fect of H itler’s repeated peace of­ 
fensives. 
They were launched in 
devious w ays abroad and sharply 
denied at home. 
It kept the whole 
cloaked in nebulous rum or and un­ 
certainty, m aking people talk and 
wonder w ithout losing interest. 
It also served the tw’o-fold p u r­ 
pose of gathering from the four 
corners of the earth the world's 
reaction to such a plan and on the 
other hand cam ouflage w hat really 
went on below the surface to H it­ 
ler’s great advantage in preparing 
and 
carrying 
out 
the 
surprise 
moves he so dearly loves. 
By April, 
Hess had definitely 
lost his case, and the attac k on 
Russia had been fixed for April 
22, although the Yugoslavian coup 
against H itler eventually postpon­ 
ed the w ar on Russia until June 
22. 
More than 
ever 
Hess had it 
fixed in his mind th at peace w’ith 
England could come almost aim -, 
ultaneously with w ar on Russia, 
and in fact England might even be 
swung to m oral support of G er­ 
many against the Bolshevists. 
It seemed all so very logical to 
him. the expert on England and 
the friend of all Englishm en. 
He 
hated Ribbentrop 
for 
th w artin g 
ani! opposing him. hated him w ith 
a cold fury th a t upset his stom ach 
and irritated the 
suffering lung 
and the ragged nerves. 
His scowl 
grew 
deeper 
day 
by 
day; 
he 
scarcely heard 
w hat 
people in 
conversation told hun or saw w hat 
w ent on in his own circles. 
Ribbentrop Hated 
A wheel w as 
spinning around 
and around inside his head; 
his 
heart was filled with black hatred 
for arro g an t Ribbentrop and with 
an unquenchable conviction th a t if 
only someone like himself could 
get to talk m an to man to influ­ 
ential Englishmen, 
a 
great tr i* ! 
um ph would be achieved. 
If the F uehrer would only con­ 
sent to arran g e a meeting between 
himself and some high-placed m an 
from London, the w ar in the w est 
would be over. 
W hat a trium ph, 
w h at a boon to civilization, w h at 
glory for the Fatherland and the 
Fuehrer!
